The war- 
rant for the search was sworn out by 
Superintendent M. J. Fanning of the 
anti-saloon league on alleged informa- 
tion that liquors belonging to a nearby 
drug store were being stored in the 
grocerymen's cellar. The search was 
made, and as no liquor was found, a 
storm of 
popular indignation hab 


arisen against the league's action. To- 
day Mr. Fanning gave out a statement 
as follows: "For more than two years 
I have been the chief executive officer 
of the New Hampshire 
Anti-Saloon 


league, and the making of this com- 
plaint is the only one thing done by 
me in this position which causes me 
personal regret. The anti-saloon league 
of this state has never done any spot- 
ter work, through its superintendent 
or any otner person, but it has never 
refused or failed to lay before the 
proper officials such information of vi- 
olations of the prohibitory law as has 
come to its knowledge. The informa- 
tion on which this warrant was based 
came to us from a person in whom wo 
had and still have confidence. I am 
satisfied now that that person was mis- 
led and had no desire or intention, to 
do the gentlemen named an injustice. 
Personally, I do not know either Mr. 
Brickett or Mr. Booth, and have never 
to my knowledge spoken to either of 
them, nor they to me, and the sensa- 
tional statement published in the Man- 
chester Union to the contrary is an 
absolute and unqualified falsehood. 
This apology is written with no knowl- 
edge on the part of Messrs. Brickett 
and Booth of my intention to do so, 
and without any demand of request 
from them."

Section I. The governor may ap- 


point officers, not to exceed four, as 
district police. Their terms of office 
shall be for five years, subject to re- 
moval by the governor. No person 
shall be appointed until UQ lias been 
examined as to his character and qual- 
ifications by or under the directions 
of a justice of the superior court, sit- 
ting wituin the district for which such 
appointment is especially to be made 
and. a certificate thereof, recommending 
such person for appointment has been 
sent to the governor.
